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Notice Relating to the Control of Dogs 


Each owner or keeper of a dog six months or over shall on or 
before January Ist, annually, or at such time as such dog becomes 
six months old, cause such dog to be licensed in the municipal clerk’s 
office in the Town where such dog is kept. The owner must bring 
with him the current rabies, neutering or spay certificate. 

Excerpts from Maine Revised Statutes, Annotated, Volume 2, 
ine). 

Section 3454 License Necessary 

No dog shall be kept within the limits of this State unless such 
dog shall have been licensed by its owner in accordance with the laws 
of Maine. 

‘‘Owner’’ means any person or persons, firm, association or 
corporation owning, keeping or harboring a dog. 

Section 3455 Dogs not to run at large 

It shall be unlawful for any dog, licensed or unlicensed, to run 
at large, except when used for hunting. 

The owner or keeper of any dog found running at large shall be 
subject to the penalities provided in Title 12, Section 3060. 

‘*At large’? means off the premises of the owner and not under 
the control of any person by means of personal presence and at- 
tention as will reasonably control the conduct of such dog. 

Section 3456 Disposal 

Any police officer, sheriff, animal control officer, deputy 
sheriff, game warden or constable shall seize, impound or restrain 
any dog in violation of Section 3455 and deliver such dog to any 
person or shelter authorized to board dogs by the Department of 
Agriculture under Section 3406. Such dogs shall be handled as strays 
and abandoned dogs. 

Section 3457 Violations 

In addition to seizing and impounding the dog, the officer, 
having jurisdiction, may bring suit against the owner of any dog 
running at large, and that owner commits a civil violation for which 
a forfeiture of not less than $25 nor more than $100 shall be ad- 
judged. 
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Section 3458 Local Regulations 

Municipalities of this State are empowered to adopt or retain 
more stringent ordinances, laws, or regulations dealing with the 
subject matter of this chapter. Any less restrictive municipal or- 
dinances, laws or regulations dealing with the subject matter of this 
chapter are invalid and of no force and superseded by this chapter. 
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W.A.F.D. 


The Friendship Women’s Ambulance Auxiliary Service is owned 
and operated by the women who first began the group back in 1942. 
The group is one of the first and few all women’s Ambulance Services 
in the State of Maine. It started back when most of the men were either 
in WWII service or defense jobs that kept them away from town. The 
first run was a house fire; all the women manned the old fire engine 
and performed the task successfully. This then led them to the decision 
to form the Fire Dept. Aux. under the expert guidance of Helen Fales 
Baird, as Captain. She took this office for many years in the Auxiliary. 
They began to study the techniques of First Aid and motor transport 
of the sick and injured persons or general illness that required assistance. 

From the original small group of women who drove the first truck 
back in 1942, the organization has grown to a membership of approx- 
imately 100 women, who meet once a month and plan fund-raising events 
which keep the ambulance in operation. This ambulance is not town 
owned; it is owned by that special group of women who formed the 
group back in 1942 that decided to get together and save lives. 

Licensed ambulance attendants have taken many courses, including 
Cardio-Pulminary Resuscitation, Advanced First Aid, Emergency 
Medical Technician and Extrication that involve many hours of 
volunteered time, but it is worth all the satisfaction to save a life. 

This report was copied from the “Friendship Cookbook of 1976” 
and its history should be known to all, and be proud of the women who 
had courage to begin its worth of today. 

In the year of 1983 the Friendship Ambulance responded to 40 calls: 
19 heart patients, 5 fractures, 16 general illnesses, 1 transfer call and 
1 mutual aid call. On October 19 we were called to Fieldcrest Manor 
in Waldoboro to assist them in mutual aid due to a fire. The patients 
were taken to the Waldoboro Fire Station and were transported back 
to the manor when the all-clear signal was given. The Ambulance was 
also on standby for mutual aid during a disaster drill held at Penobscot 
Bay Medical Center for Waldoboro and Cushing ambulances. 

This year of 1983 we ordered a new adult blood pressure cuff, and 
all the attendants took CPR refresher courses. The State Inspector for 
the ambulance came in May; all went well. 
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Our fund-raising events for the year, held during the busy summer 
months, were as follows: two Arts, Crafts, White Elephant and Bake 
Sales, several Car Washes, a Chicken Barbeque held during Sloop Days 
events, a Harmonized musical Concert by the Nash Family from Califor- 
nia. These events were a huge success with many thanks to all the 
members who helped in support and time for each money-raising event 
towards the ambulance. Each year we hold a Halloween Party for all 
the town children, and assist Santa when he comes to town just before 
Christmas. There is always a real good turnout of children and parents. 


Our Annual Christmas Dinner and Party was enjoyed by all the 
members and their spouses. This year we honored our longest-time 
members who attended the dinner, giving them silk corsages. They are: 
Mildred Lawrence, Connie Pratt, Phyllis Gilchrest. For 25 years or more 
were: Elvie Benner, Nancy Penniman, Betty Roberts, Phyllis Conary, 
Violet Richards. The members not present who served 25 years or more 
were taken corsages afterwards. 


For 1984 there are nine active licensed ambulance attendants, with 
six renewable attendants due soon. We are in need of young persons, 
18 years old, who might become an ambulance attendant. Where would 
we be if the town had no ambulance or fire department to assist you, 
the individual or family. It’s one’s civic duty and pride to be a part of 
a very worthwhile community project. The future holds many costs and 
unanswered questions, so become a part of this organization as many 
give their hours now to assist you when needed. 


We, the women of this Ambulance Auxiliary, would like to say “‘a 
very special thank you” to Chief Albert Simmons and all the firemen 
for their time and loyal support to us in times of great need and emergen- 
cy calls. Without you it would be impossible. 


Dues are paid at our January meeting, held on the Second Wednes- 
day of each month, 7 p.m. at the Hahn Community Center, Friend- 
ship, Maine. The Friendship Ambulance Service stands ready to aid all 
calls, 24 hours a day to respond in the Friendship area free of charge 
to its residents by calling 832-7520. 


We would like to thank all the townspeople, store owners, residents 
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and non-residents, for all their continued support of our ambulance; 
without you all we would not be here.

Records kept at the Library for 1983 show that a total of 8,687 
books were borrowed. 5,043 were borrowed by adults and 3,644 by 
young readers. 1,963 magazines, 530 newspapers and 25 records were 
also lent to readers. Reference books, magazines, pamphlets and 
newspapers were used on the premises. In addition there has been 
increased use of the Dr. Hahn collection. 

This year approximately 300 books and paperbacks were added 
to the Library shelves. 166 books were purchased and the others were 
gifts or memorials as were some of the gift subscriptions to 
magazines. 

One gift this year of special interest is a collection of scrapbooks 
containing newspaper stories and pictures of local events, covering a 
period of over 25 years (1950’s to 1970’s). These were done by Mrs. 
Bertha Jameson. At the present these scrapbooks can be seen and 
used only for reference at the Library. 

As in previous years, the Library was visited by school children 
and their teachers. These visits are encouraged and some occurred in 
connection with the Library’s observance of ‘‘National Library 
Week’”’ and ‘‘Children’s Book Week’’. During these special weeks 
there were displays of new books and appropriate book marks were 
given to the school children and their teachers. 

Nancy Penniman and Suzanne Simmons continue as assistant 
librarians and their interest and help are much appreciated as is the 
support we recieve from our trustees and friends of the Library. 

The Library offers its services free and is open 3 times a week 
except in the winter when we are closed on Monday nights. Winter 
hours (November thru April) Wednesday and Saturday 2 to 5. Then 
May thru October we are open Monday 6 to 9, Wednesday and 
Saturday 2 to 5.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
FOR THE YEAR ENDED JANUARY 15, 1984 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 

The accounting policies of the Town of Friendship conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to governments. 
The following is a summary of the more significant policies: 

A. Fund Accounting 

The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds and 
account groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting 
entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for with a separate 
set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund 
equity, revenues, and expenditures, or expenses, as appropriate. 
Government resources are allocated to and accounted for in individual 
funds based upon the purposes for which they are to be spent and the 
means by which spending activities are controlled. The various funds 
are grouped, in the financial statements in this report, into three generic 
fund types and two broad fund categories as follows: 

Governmental Funds 

General Fund — The General Fund is the general operating fund 
of the Town. It is used to account for all financial resources except 
those required to be accounted for in another fund. 

Federal Revenue Sharing Fund — This fund is used to account 
for the proceeds from the Federal Government and is legally restricted 
to expenditures for specified purposes. 

Fiduciary Funds 

Trust Funds — Trust Funds are used to account for assets held 
by the Town in a trustee capacity for individuals. 

B. Basis of Accounting 

Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures or 
expenses are recognized in the accounts and reported in the Financial 
Statements. Basis of accounting relates to the timing of the 
measurements made, regardless of the measurement focus applied. 

All Governmental Funds and Trust Funds are accounted for 
using the modified accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are 
recognized when they become measurable and available as net current 
assets. Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified 
accrual basis of accounting when the related fund liability is incurred. 
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C. Total Columns on Combined Statements 

Total Columns on the Combined Statements are captioned 
Memorandum Only to indicate that they are presented only to facilitate 
financial analysis. Data in these columns do not present financial posi- 
tion, results of operations, or changes in financial position in con- 
formity with generally accepted accounting principles. Neither is such 
data comparable to a consolidation. Interfund eliminations have not 
been made in the aggregation of this data.
